j SIX DAYS LATER FROM ENG- 
LAND. 

By the ship Josephine, Capt. Britlon, 
arrived at New York, the editors of the 
Journal of Colnmerse have received Eng- 
lish papeisto October 30ih. VVe see not 
u word in reference to our relations with 
France. 

O. the 14th, fifty one Carlist prison- 
ers had been embarked on board the brig 
j Timihle, for ihe Havana, where they are 
to be employed in t lie public works. 

The Greenland Fishery. — We re- 
gret to I earn from the accounts received, 
that l he Greenland fisheries will prove 
nearly a total failure, few ships avera- 
ging more than two fish each. This has 
caused a rapid advance in the prices of 
all qualities of oil in London. 

• London, Oct. 28. 

City, Wednesday Evening — The Mo- 
net Market has altogether assumed a 
more confident aspect to day, and the ex- 
changes are anticipated by practical par 
tics as likely to turn for some little time 
in favor of this cfnintrv. Some sa'es have 
however, been made in Exchequer Bills, 
and on large amounts the premium has 
declined to 14 13: on small it is at 13 
15; on India Bonds the premium has de- 
clined to 3 1. Still it is understood that 
the Bank Directors will use their best 
exertions to maintain the steadiness of 
the circulating medium. 

In (he Foreign Market there has not 
been any business- of importance, hut 
Spanish Bonds have rather improved. 

In Holland, public opinion since our 
last advices, appears to have wavered for 
a short time as to the satisfactory nature 
of the King’s speech to the Stoies-Gen- 
eral at the opening of the session. It 
appears to be now doubted whether the 
address of the Second Chamber, in an 
swer to that speech, will be in all respects 
an approving or flattering echo. 

All the accounts from the East concur 
in staling that the Sultan, now that he is 
; relieved from uneasiness on the side of 
Albania, is preparing a great effort to re- 
cover all that he has lost from Mchemet 
| A I i in Syria, and propably even tu carry 
the war inio Eg> pt i’self. As pledges of 
success, lie is promised the direct sup 
poll of Russia, and the indirect aid and 
countenance of England nod France, 
though one cannot very well understand 
ihe combination of interests which can 
place the two maritime powers hv the 
side of the Autocrat in any struggle in 
the East. 

London, Oct. 29. 

The Paris morning pajters of Tuesday , 
and the evening papers dated xcste day, 
have “( l ived to us hv express. The pro- 
secution of M. Sana ns, editor of La 
Nouvelle Minerre, and of Gen. Latapie, 
before ihe Courl d’Assizes, on Monday, 
for a libel on the Due de Broglie, occu- 
pies ihe principal portion of the Journals 
before us. The verdict of the Jur v con 
firmed our anticipation. The accused 
were found guilty. M. Sarrans was sen- 
tenced to 15 days’ imprisonment and a 
fine of 2,000 francs. Gen. Latapie to 
two month’s imprisonment and 2,000 
francs fine. The somewhat fade, but 
exceedmglv sale affair of Grand Vaux, 
continues to absorb the attention of many 
of the Parisian Journalists; a circum- 
stance due, perhaps, to the indiscreet me- 
naces of M. Vigier. 

It was clearh expressed by the Court 
d’Assizes, on the trial of M. Sarrans, that 
it had the power to prevent evidence 
being given of the truth of offensive al- 
legations, and that it would exercise it. — 
The affairs of Algiers began to cause 
considerable uneasiness. The earliest 
accounts published were not favorable, 
but we understand that they by no means 
expressed the extent of the disasters 
that had occurred, or of the necessity' for 
great reinforcements lo enable the French 
to quit the walls of Algiers. It was re- 
ported that Get.eral Latapie had been 
arrested. 

London, Oct. 29. 

The news from Spain received by this 
conveyance is strangely Confused, incon- 
clusive, and unsatisfactory. The Moni- 
teur published on Tuesday, a bulle'in, 
which states that St. Sebastian is again 
blockaded by the Carlisls, who appear to 
have profited by thedeparture from thence 
of Elo Pastor. Gen. Cordova had follow 
ed Don Carlos into Alva, leaving a divis- 
ion on the Arga to watch over the works 
on the fortifications 

The arrival of 6450 infantry and 800 
cavalry ol the Portuguese auxilbm 
troops in Castile is repented in our pri- 
vate letters, as well ns an assurance that, 
on the 16th instant, part of the troops of 
Andalusia had submitted lo the Govern- 
ment. The remainder would, it was ex 
peeled, follow their example. It was on 
ihe 20th that Elo Patsor sailed from St. 
Sebastian for Bilboa.

MONOPOLIES. 

Associated wealth, hedged about and 
entrenched hv legislative enactments, 
exempted in whole or in part, from tax- 
ation and accountability*, as it is danger- 
ous to the liberties of the people, should 



receive attentive consideration from our 
law makers. There are a great many 
men, and some of them too, are leading 
characters of the day, and of their polit- 
ical party, who will admit the truth of 
certain abstract principles, give ready 
support ‘o carry them into effect, as ap 
p ied in particular cases, but who flinch 
and beat about the bush, when called up- 
on to aid in carrying out those princi- 
plea, and applying them when it does 
not suit their interest or convenience, to 
practice the theories. By so doing, if 
such politicians can continue to respect 
themselves, they certainly lose Ihe con- 
fidence of others. For instance: they 
may oppose the present U. S. Bank, 
because it is an oppressive, dangerous, 
and unconstitutional institution, and 
managed by corrupt men; but they would 
establish a National Bank, to he conduc- 
ted upon different principles, and man- 
aged by other and better men. Tlris 
would only be grasping at the monopo y* 
and power themselves, which they are 
willing others ought not to possess. — 
The question then arises, not a very du- 
bious one to our mind, whether it is 
principle or selfishness which governs 
them? Are they not in fact, more dan- 
gerous than open enemies? Such men 
are decided friends of the specie cur- 
rency, hut pursue a course of policy,! 
which must of necessity drive the gold , 
and silver out of the country, by indus- 
triously issuing and circulating small 
bank notes and holding on to the State 
Bank Monopolies. IIow well such men 
practice their avowed theories, the most 
superficial may determine. Consisten- 
cy-, reason, common sense, and political 
honesty, are left to take care of tnem- 
selves — at least they do not monopolize 
these virtues. W’e do not advocate the 
doctrine that what is wrong in others is 
right in us. It is not a sound principle 
in ethics, la w, or politics. A monopoly 
is a monopoly, and a bank corporation, 
and should be so considered, let it cut 
where it may. So long as acts of incor- 
poration are granted to accomplish any 
work of public improvement perfect 
equality of privilege cannot he enjoyed, 
but this in a measure grows out of ine- 
quality which always did and will exist 
Yet entailed and hereditary monopolies 
may le prevented by cautions and wise 
legislation, which brings us to the main 
point of our argument, to urge upon the 
members of the next legislature, the ab- 
solute importance of the demand made 
upon them, by the people, that they look 
well after monopolies.

Mr. Editor: 1 remark in your paper 
of this evening (M nday,) the following 
Notice and paragraph. 

“The Committee appointed at a meet- 
ing of the friends of Henry Clay, on 

aturday, the 21-t inst., are requested 
to meet (his evening at Carles’, at 7 
o’clock.’* 

“The Boston At'as says — ‘If Mr. Web- 
ster he withdrawn, the Northern and 
Middle States will go for Van Boren, be- 
cause, the Whig candidate out of the 
wav, the people of this section see no 
difference between White and Van Bo- 
ren, as porters of President Jackson’s 
administration.” 

Now, sir, what can he the object of 
the “call” of the meeting of the above 
named committee? Ten days have 
elapsed since their appointment, and the 
duty devolved upon them by the meet- 
ing b which they were cons ituted, was 
ofa distinct character requiring imme- 
diate action. If it is deemed impolitic 
to perform Ihe task assigned them, to 
wit, to make preparations for a general 
Town Meeting with a view to the selec- 
tion of delegates to a national 
convention, with what piopriety are 
they now to he assembled as “the friends 
of Mr. Clay’’? I yield to no citizen of 
the Republic in a warm attachment to 
that distinguished statesman and Whig,' 
but I can perceive neither p-dicy* nor 
aim in again presenting him, (if such be 
the design of the meeting) to the people 
of the United States as a candidate for 
President. No one more sincerely de- 
plores the prevalence of a feeling among 
the people adverse to the “pretensions” 
of Mr. Cloy, than I do, but it is gross 
infatuation to close our eves to Ihe fact 
that such a feeling does exi>t. Ifweare 
to he so easily misled, and induced to 
adopt opinions erroneous and fatal to our j 
common purpose, as those indicted by 
the proceeding adverted to, — by the “en- 
thusiasm” of a meeting composed ofabout 
two hundred gentlemen who, ever since 
1823, have desired the elevation of Mr. 
Clai to the Chief Magistracy , there is a 
termination of our efforts and an end to 
all hope of further promoting the cause 
of the Whig part)*, by a distinctive organ- 
ization. 

One word in reference to the proposed 
convention. So far as I have been able 
to ascertain the sentiments of hose who 
made the first movement in favor of a 
convention, ns disclosed by their re 
marks at the primary meeting alluded to, 
and developed by the Whig press of our 
r.itv, I can discover nothing which is 
calculated to impress a belief of Its eflica- 
cv or expediency in any respect under 



existing circumstances. Suppose, for 
one moment, all the intermediate diffi- 
culties overcome — a cordial co-opera- 
lion on the part of the friends of Judge 
White. Mr. Clay, Mr. Webster, Gen. 
Harrison and other candidates, in tha 
selection of delegates, and the conven- 
tion assembled “at Washington, Balti- 
more, Annapolis or some other equally 
convenient and central p ace,” what 
could it accomplish? Will it nominate 
Mr. Webster? — The southern members 
would object to this, because they can- 
not, consi tently, support that illustrious 
statesman and patriot. Wi | it nomin- 
ate Mr. Clay? Mr. Clay has been twice 
tried and defeated, and besides the iden- 
tical, save always sectional, objections, 
will prevail against him. He is a friend 
of the Tariff, Internal Improvements, 
and the doctrinos of the “Force Bill.” 
Besides, the Anti-masons of Pennsylva- 
nia and Vermont cannot vote for him. 
Will Mr. White be nominated? Perhaps 
so! The patriotic feelings of the North 
and West, acted upon by the principle of 
“any one but Van Suren,” may lead 
their delegates into the meshes prepared 
by southern calculation and chicane. 
But then a much graver question pre- 
sents itself. VVil. the North and West— 
not having southern glasses to look 
throunh — be able to perceive a distinc- 
tion between Judge While and Mr. Van 
Buren? If so, will it not influence them 
strong y in favor of the latter candidate? 
On the one hand, they will sec Mr White 
with his votes in opposition to repairs 
of the Cumberland road, and other In- 
ternal Improvements to the Tariff’ and 
the Bank; on the other, M.t. Van Buren 
— n northern man — non-committed truly, 
hut still depending on the west and north 
for election. Will they then fail to con- 
clude in favor of Mr Van Buren, v.ho, 
view him as they may, if he has uny 
politicaiyV'r/ings other than national re- 
gard, must lean in favor of .the north; — 
« ho, depending upon northern and west- 
ern votes, wtoy be induced by sefish mo- 
tives, at least, to lend his aid in promo- 
ting those great measures known as the 
“American System?” The question for 
them to decide, between Judge White 
and Van Barer), would he, whether poli- 
c, dictated their support of a known 
and professed foe, or an uncertain oppo- 
nent. 

But, perhaps, the manufacture of • 
now Hero is contemplated. Peradven- 
tore it is designed to impart to Gen. Har- 
rison’s claims the authority ofa National 
Convention* If so, wi I the friends of 
Judge White relinquish his claims ? — 
Will the friends of Mr. W'flister, in 
Massachusetts, Vermont, Rhode Island 
and Connecticut, in Pennsylvania, New 
York and Ohio — the north and western 
sections of the latter state, in particular 
— abandon the candidate and their prin- 
ciples and “give in their adherence” to 
the new fledged Hero? I opine not 

Will the Convention recommend un- 
pledged electoral tickets? J f this scheme 
is not yet abandoned, suffer me to add 
to the experience of others the testimony 
ofan old man who has seen many politi 
cal contests. An unp edged electoral 
ticket never could unite a majority of 
the suffrages of the people of the United 
States. If this position be true of the 
past, it is eminently just at this time; — 
it has now no possible chance of success. 
The reasons for this conclusion are ap- 
parent. Would, for example, the friends 
of John C. Calhoun and Judge White 
vote for a ticket the success of which 
might, in any event, contribute to tho 
election of Daniel Webster? Would the 
Anti-Masons of Pensylvania and Ver- 
mont support electors who could, in any 
contingency, be induced to vote for Mr. 
Clav? Would the advocates of a pro- 
tective Tariffnnd Internal Improvements, 
in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Maryland, Wes- 
tern Virginia, Indiana, Illinois, the re- 
mainder of the Middle States and New 
England, or the opponents of Nullifica- 
tion and Columbia Convention Demo- 
cracy, lend their countenance and aid 
to a measure which might end ih their 
complete discomfiture?

In pursuance of a public call, a large 
portion of the farmers of Fayette county, 
engaged in the business of wood-hauling, 
assembled at Giron’s Ball Room on Mon- 
day evening, 14th inst., to take into con- 
sideration certain Ordinances, passed by 
the Mayor and Council of the city of 
Lexington on the 5th of November last. 
The meeting was organized by the ap- 
pointment of James Rogers, Chairman, 
and M. F. Price, Secretary. Col. Tho. 
A. Russell, in a few words, explained 
the object of the meeting, and a commit- 
tee was appointed, consisting of Tho. A. i 
Russell, John Allan, Henry C. Payne, 
Jamss Headly, Levi Poage, F. G. Dun- 
lap and David Coffman, to draft resolu- 
tions expressive of the sentiments of this 
meeting. The committee, after retiring 
a short time, reported the following pre- 
amble and resolutions: 

Whereas, the City Authorities by Or- 
dinance after Ordinance, have encroach- 
ed upon our rights, as free citizens of the 
county, until bv passive obedience on our 
part, they have presumed to say in what 
manner, and under what circumstances, 
we shall be permitted to vend a load of 
wood on the streets of Lexington. 

Wo have read with surprise and regret 
the Ordinance passed by the Mayor and 
Councilmen, on the 5th of November 
last, regulating the selling and delivery 
of wood in the city of Lexington after 
the first day of January next — with sur- 
prise that the Legislative officers of the 
city should have the hardihood to attempt 
by their acts, to trammel the privileges 
and constitutional rights of the free citi- 
zens of the county; and with regret, for 
fear the obstinacy and willful pertinacity 
of said city authorities, and a portion of 
its citizens may cause an alienation of 
that friemllv feeling, whieh at all times 
shoulc^exist between the town and coun 

*y- 

But as we feel aggrieved by the oper. 
ation of this particular Ordinance, which 
so far as it regards us, is exparte in its 
character, and derogatory to our consti- 
tutional rights, us freemen of the county, 
we claim equal rignts with our friends of 
the city; and now when assembled to de- 
fend those rights, we wish it distinctly 
understood, that we never can, for a mo- 
ment, compromise them. 

And should unpleasant feelings grow 
out of our opposition to those Ordinances, 
we have, on our part, the pleasant reflec- 
tion, that we are acting on the defensive, 
for the sole purpose of repelling improper 
and uncalled-for aggressions; and for the 
purpose of expressing our opinion as to 
the aforesaid matter of grievance. 

Be it resolved, That as free citizens 
of Kentucky, wearregate not to ourselves 
exclusive privileges, but claim only an 
equal participation of privileges, in com- 
mon with our fellow citizens generally, 
including those in the city of Lexington. 

Resolved, That we conceive the afore- 
said Ordinance concerning wood-hauling, 
not only unconstitutional in their charac- 
ter, but detracting from the rights of the 
freemeh of the county, directly calling 
in question their honesty and integrity ; 
but at the same time calculated to im- 

E each the good sonse of the citizens of 
iexington. 

Resolved, That were we so disposed, 
it would be found impracticable to Com- 
ply with said Ordinance, without consid- 
erable pecuniary sacrifice on our part, 
inasmuch as the quantity of wood which 
we may from day to day, haul to Lexing- 
ton, will entirely be governed by the pre- 
carious situation of our roads, and acci- 
dental circumstances which may befal 
our teams. 

Resolved, That we have a high opin- 
ion of the good sense and capacity of the 
citizens of Lexington to trade for them- 
selves, (at least so far as it regards the 
purchase of a load of wood,) and if they 
are disposed to submit to the guardian- 
ship of others to act for them, we, as free 
and independent citizens of the countv, 
must beg to be excused from the guar- 
dian care of all others, and claim the 
right of acting for ourselves. 

Resolved. That the city is dependent 
on the county; but, at all times, there 
should exist a reciprocity of interest and 
good feeling between them — the interest 
of ono is promoted by that of the other 
— they should harmonise in their busi 



.ness transactions and act upon the prin- 
ciple, “live and let live.” 

Resolved, That under the influence of 
the foregoing principle, we have long for- 
born to complain — but at the time being,, 
further forbearance might be considered 
a moral departure rather than a virtue, 
and as freemen, tee cannot tacitly sub- 
mit to the aforesaid “Wood Ordinances,” 
and to repel which, 

Be it further resolved. That for two 
months after the 1st day of January 
next, we decline hauling wood to the city 
of Lexington, until the aforesaid obnox- 
ious Ordinances relating thereto, shall, : 
in the same like manner of their enact- j 
ment, be repealed. 

Resolved, That in evidence of our in- 
tention to stand to, and abide by the fore- 
going resolutions, we hereto annex our 
names, and pledge ourselves, each to the 
other, to conform to the same. 

Resolved That the editors of the Lex-' 
ington newspapers be requested to pub- 
lish the aforesaid proceedings ; for which, 
we hereby tender them our thanks, and 
promise them good loads of wood, when, 
as freemen, we can be permitted to trade 
for ourselves.

FUEL! 

Mr. Bradford — If you think the fol 
lowing worth a place in your paper, you! 
will please publish it-. 

The citizens seem to be doing all thatj 
can be done to supply the present wants) 
of the people with fuel; and it seems to 
be necessary in the next place to make 
arrangements for their future wants of 
fuel, which might be amply supplied in 
the following manner, viz: 

Form and charter a com|%ny of capi- 
talists, who are able to carry on the busi- 
ness as it should be done, and procure a 
good coal mine — hire lmnds and have the | 
coal dug in large Quantities, then build a 
small steam boat with an engine of three, 
four, or five horse power, for the purpose 
of towing 15 coal boats, to be built on the 
Battcaux plan, 5 to be running all the 
time, say after the first 5 are loaded, hitch 
the steam boat to them and leave 5 to be 
loaded by the time the steam boat returns. 
The steam boat now tows down to the 
proper landing the loaded boats, and 
leaves them to be unloaded and tows up 
the other 5 empty boats and again hitches! 
to the 5 boats ready loaded, and by this 
arrangement, properly managed, the citi- 
zens of Lexington could be amply fur- 
nished with fuel and lumber — the com-| 
pany highly compensated, and the inhab- 
itants up the river well furnished with 
sugar, coffee, dry goods, and in fact every 
necessary article. 

The loading and unloading of the] 
boats could be expeditiously done by hav- 
ing a large Crane planted on shore, with 
a long arm to it well braced, to the outer 
end of which have a rope and tackle, 
with a large tub or box to let down into 
the boat, fill it and hoist to the proper 
height, turn it round nnd empty it into a 
wagon or on the bank at the end of the 
Turnpike. 

Boats of this description will carry 
large loads — run in shallow water, and 
will not cost much to build (hem; it would 
be reasonable to say that they could run 
six months in each year, and all that time 
running would furnish as much coal nnd 
lumber as Lexington could possibly con- 
sume; and wagons would be glad of the

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF 
WAR. 

War Department. Nov. 30, 1835. 

To the President of the United States : 

Sir — In conformity with your instruc- 
tions, and with the usage of the Depart- 
ment, I have the honor to lay before you]

The information concerning the dis-'; couragement it affords to the introduc- 
cipline and morals of the army is satis- tion and prosecution of a system of im- 
factory. The officers are engaged in approvement, by which the public lands 

' upon the lower Mississippi and some of 
its tributaries may be reclaimed from 
their present condition, and rendered fit 
for agricultural purposes Whether the 
object be attainable, within the limits of 
a reasonable expense, there are not sat- 
isfactory data for determining. But its 
great results to the country, in health in 
power, and in wealth, are obvious. 

In my last annual report, I communi- 
cated the facts which appeared to render 
it proper that the operations upon two of 
the most important works, Fort Calhoun 
and the Delaware Breakwater, should- 
bo temporarily suspended. Experiments 
have been made to test the effects and- 
probable extent of the causes which were 
in operation, and which threatened to in- ■ 
jure, if not to destroy, t lie utility of these 
works. It is believed that the depres- 
sion of the foundation of Fort Calhoun- 
is so nearly checked, that further danger 
is not not to be apprehended. But as 
will be seen by the report of the Quar- 
termaster General, the experiments at 
the Breakwater have been so decisive as 
to settle the question connected with that 
work; and has been thought best to ask' 
of Congress an appropriation for one 
hundred thousand dollars, which, under 
any probable circumstances, can be ju- 
diciously expended. It is to be hoped- 
that the experiments, which will be'cdn- 
tinued, and the scientific examination, it! 
is proposed to make next season; will! 
furnish data for a just conclusion on the 
subject of this important structure, and’ 
indicate, either tkat the causes which 
have threatened to injure its utility, have 
produced their full effect, or that they 
tnay be counteracted by some change in 
the original plan. This artificial harbor 
is too valuable to an extensive commerce 
peculiarly exposed, not to engage every 
effort in completing it and preserving it 
from destruction. 



ANOTHER BRUTAL MURDER. 

We have now the painful duty of recor- 
ding another murder, quite as brutal 
and atrocious as the one for which the 
wretched Cowan forfeited his wife a few 
days ago. 

On Friday last, (the day Cowan was 
executed,) a man by the name of Curless 



great diversity of duties, growing out of 
various acts of Congress many of which 
have no direct connection with their pro- 
fessional avocations. These duties are 
satisfactorily executed, and the expen- 
ditures to which they lead are generally 
made with fidelity, and accounted for 
with promptitude. 

I beg leave to ask your attention to 
the report of the Chief Engineer in rela- 
tion to the state of the corps under his 
command. The number of officers in 
that corps is not sufficient for the per- 
formance of the various duties commit- 
ted to it. The consequence is, that in 
some instances the public works have 
been neglected or delayed, and in oth- 
ers they have been prosecuted by those 
who had not the necessary professional 
skill and experience. Persons in civil 
life, possessed of competent scientific 
knowledge, will not often enter into the 
temporary service of the Government for 
such compensation as is provided by law 
for the engineer officers. The progress 
of improvement through the country 
creates a demand for those qualifica- 
tions which are required in the military 
and topographical engineer service; and 
a higher rate of compensation is allowed 
than it has been the usage of this Depart- 
ment to grant. A gradual and mode- 
rate addition to the corps offers the on 
ly remedy for this state of things: and 
I am satisfied that considerations of econ- 
omy, as well as a due regard to the prop- 
er execution of a most important class 
of public works, calls for this arrange- 
ment. 

The same considerations apply in a 
considerable degree to the Topographi- 
Corps, and I ask your favorable consid- 
eration for the measure recommended 
by the officer at the head of it. One of 
the plans suggested will accomplish the 
object without any addition to the pub- 
lic expenditures; and will make ade- 
quate provisions for a branch of service 
connected with the defence of the coun- 
try, and which has also the advantage 
of furnishing information that may prove 
highly valuable to every portion of the 
community. 

Agreeably to a provision in an act of 
the last session of Congress, that part of 
.the Cumberland road between the town 
of Cumberland and the Ohio river, has 
been surrendered to nnd accepted by the 
States through which it passes; and ar- 
rangements have been made by the au- 
thority of these States for the- collection 
of such tolls as will keep it in proper re- 
pair.

The report of the Visiters appointed 
to inspect the Military Academy, and the 
documents transmitted by them, are sub- 
mitted for your consideration, together 
with the suggestions they have made,, 
and which are calculated, in their opin- 
ion to promote the efficiency of that in- 
stitution. These annual examinations 
by a body of highly respectable citizens, 
called from various parts of the country,, 
arc not only useful, as checks upon any 
improper tendency to which all public es- 
tablishments are more or less liable, but 
they are satisfactory, when they bear 
testimony to the value of the sy stem, and 
to the correctness of its administration; 
and practically advantageous by the sug- 
gestions they offer. That improvements 
may be made in the several departments 
of the Military Academy, cannot be 
doubted. Nor can it be doubted that a 
thorough examination by Congress of its 
various concerns, whether administrative, 
financial, or instructive, would be highly 
useful, and would tend to its permanent 
melioration. Its results, so far as these 
can be judged by the character, conduct, 
and qualifications of the officers of the 
army, about two-thirds of whom have 
been educated at this institution,, have 
been decidedly beneficial. The stand- 
ard of acquirement for the military pro- 
fession, has been raised; habits of dis- 
cipline and subordination, necessary first 
to learn, before the duty of command 
can be properly executed, have been ac- 
quired; elementary knowledge peculiar- 
ly adapted to a military life lias been 
more extensively and accurately taught,, 
and we have been better enabled to keep 
pace with those improvements, which the 
nations of Europe have made and aro 
making in this important branch of mo- 
dern science. 

Agreeably to your permission, I have 
have introduced into the estimates an ad- 
ditional sum for the armament of the for- 
tifications. Without going into any un- 
necessary detail upon this subject at the 
present time, I will barely remark that 
this measure is called for by the actual 
state of our preparations, and by a pro- 
vident regard to the duty of self-defence.

The proprietors of these foundaries have 
been annually informed that if the ap- 
propriations w ould permit, and if cannon 
of designated quality and size were fab- 
ricated, these would he purchased. In 
thi6 manner the subject lias lingered, 
without any action on the part of Con- 
gress, and without any authority on the 
part of this Department, to make more 
efficient arrangements.— During the pres- 
ent year, the appropriation for the arma- 
ment of the fortifications has been prin- 
cipally expended in procuring iron gun 
carriages; and the foundaries have not 
been employed in the fabrication of can- 
non for the military branch of the ser- 
vice. It is believed that this circum- 
stance by deranging their operations has 
been seriously injurious, and if it again 
occur, it may induce some of them to 
discharge the workmen specially em- 
ployed upon this business, and who may 
hereafter he collected with great difficul- 
ty. The Government now depends upon 
this temporary and uncertain arrange- 
ment for the supply of this indispensible 
element of national defence, The cir- 
cumstances which require a change, I 
had the honor to submit four years since. 
They have lost none of their force during 
the poriod which has intervened, and in- 
dependently of the considerations, pre- 
sented having relation to the uncertain 
condition of these establishments, there 
are others, bearing upon the quality*of 
the material and workmanship, which 
render it i important that the Government 
should he its own manufacturer of this 
article. The cost of cannon, while this ! 
is kept within a reasonable limit, is not 
an object compared with the two qualities 
of strength and lightness. 

With the exertions of the present man- 
ufacturers of cannon, so far as the ne-

Already, in a number of States, tiie 
system has sunk under the weight of 
public opinion; and the practical ques- 
tion now is, whether we shall remain in 
fact defenceless, or resort to a large 
standing military force in tune of peace, 
that just dread of all free governments, 
or adopt an efficient plan, which will pre- 
pa! e for the public defence the greatest 
force at the least cost, and without dan- 
ger. The blessings we have inherited 
cannot lie preserved without exertions, 
nor without expense. It were idle tosit 
still and flatter ourselves w ith the hope, 
lint war is never to overtake us; and it 
would be worse to delay all efficient or- 
ganization of our physical means till the 
time for its active employment arrives. 
Nearly fifty years have elapsed since 
the adoption of the present constitution. 
During all that lime, no essential change 
has been made in our militia system; and 
it has gradually declined into inutility 
and efficiency, and in public confidence; 
and there is reason to fear its entire aban- 
donment,, unless it undergoes important 
modifications. In this long interval, the

1 one of the most prominent reasons for the 
faithful prosecution of the system; and 
Congress, apparently impressed with its 
force, has provided by law that all the ar- 
dent spirits found in the Indian country 
niay he destroyed. The agents of the 
government will not now he compelled, 
as formerly, to resort to legal process for 
the interdiction of this traffic, at the ha- 
zard iff the trouble, expense and uncer- 
tainly, attending such prosecutions upon 
a remote frontier. 

I consider the experiments which have 
j recently been made to provide for the 
maintenance of the Indians by reserva- 
tions for their use, and with the poworof 
alienation, however guarded, to have 
1 wholly failed. These tracts are too of- 
ten sold for a very inadequate considers- ! 
■ lion, and the amount received is dissipat-' 
j ed in expenditures cither positively iuju- ! 
I rious or altogether useless. 

As soon as the remaining tribes shall 
have been established in the West, we 
may look forward to a happier destiny for 
1 the Indians. And if this expectation be 
disappointed, the failure must be attribut- 
[ ed to the inveterate habits of this peo- 
ple, and not to the policy of the govern- 
ment. The arrangements for the cofn- 
fortahle establishment of the Indians 
have been projected upon a scale suited" 
to their wants and condition, and to the 
duties of the United Stales. With a j 
view to appreciate Ihe advantages which 
have been secured to them, I deem it pro 
per briefly to recapitulate provisions that 
have been made. These are not appli- I 
cable, in all their details, to each tribe, as 
some receive more and some less in a- 
mount, while certain articles are given to 
some and not to others. But the gene- 
ral principles of distribution apply to all. 
An extensive country has been reserved 
for them, and has been divided into dis- 
tricts for the sev.eral tribes. To this 
they are lemoved at the expense of the 
United States. 

They are provided with the necessary 
subsistence for one year after they reach 
thetr new residence. 

Annuities, in specie, lo a greater or 
less amount, arc payable to each tribe. 

Agricultural instruments, domestic an- 
imals, seed corn, looms, cards, spinning 
wheels, iron, steel, cloths, blankets, ri 
tics, ammunition, and other articles are 
distributed among them. 

Mills are erected and kept in opera- 
tion. Council houses, churches, and 
dwelling houses for chiefs are built. 

Mechanics are engaged and supported; 
schools arc established and maintained; 
and the missionary institutions among 
them are aided from the Treasury of the 
United States. 

These are the principal arrangements 
made for the benefit of this unfortunate 
people, who will soon have been remov- 
ed,at great expense, when this new sys- 
tem will be in full operation, and where 
their peculiar institutions can he preserv- 
ed with such modifications as a progres- 
sive state of improvement may require. 
They will be separated too, from the set- 
tled portions of the country by a fixed 
boundary, beyond which our population 
cannot pass. 

The operations of the Department of 
Indian Affairs are shown in detail by the 
report of the Commissioner, and by that 
of the Commissary General of Subsis- 
tence. It was anticipated that a consi- 
derable body of the Creeks of Alabama 
would, ere this, have been on their way 
to the West. But recent information in- 
duces the belief that their journey has 
been postponed, hut under circumstances 
which will probably insure their early re- 
moval in the spring. The treaty with 
the Seminoles of Florida, for their re- 
moval, is in the process of execution — a 
portion of the tribe were not prepared to 
goat ihe time arrangements were first 
proposed to be made for their removal, 
and when by the treaty they might have 
been required to depart. At their ear-' 
nest solicitations, the measure was post- 
poned until the coming winter, and as- 
surances were given by them that they 
would then be prepared to remove. 

A majority avow their readiness to 
comply with their engagements, and will 
no doubt quietly go as* soon as the ar- 
rangements for their departure shall 
have been completed. But spme of 
them exhibit a refractory spirit, and e- 
vincc a disposition to remain. As they 
now hold no land in Florida, and would 
become a lawless banditti if suffered to 
remain, their pretensions cannot be sub- 
mitted to. They will, probably, when 
the time for operations arrives, quietly 
follow their countrymen. Should they 
not, measures will be adopted to insure 
this course, equally dictated by a just re- 
gard to their own welfare, as well as to 
that of our citizens in the vicinity of 
their residence. 

Governor Stokes, General Arbuckle, 
and Major Armstrong were appointed 
Commissioners to make a treaty with the 
roving tribes of Indians who inhabit the 
great Western prairie, with the view of 
establishing permanent pacific relations 
between these predatory tribes and the 
United States, and also between the 
| same tribes and the other Indians of that 
region. The lamented death of Major 
Armstrong deprived the Government of 
the services of that valuable officer; but 
| the other Commissioners succeeded inef- 
fecting a pacification, tvhich I hope will 
lead to a friendly intercourse among all 
ihe tribes in that quarter.

San Felipe de Austin, Nov 21. 

Mr. Powers who has jnst arrived at 
this place from the Neuces, brings intel- 
ligence that the small detachment of our 
troops which was sent out from Goliad, 
proceeded to San Patricio, attacked the 
Mexican garrison at that place, and com- 
pelled it to surrender, with considerable 
loss. As we have not seen the official 
report ofthe action, we are unable to give 
the particulars.

I T hat become iudiipensably necessary lo put % 
stop to the using of the Lexington and Ohio 
Rail Road at a public highway, by persons on 
horseback. Notice it therefore given, that the 
penalties of the laws will be rigidly enforced in 
future, against all trespassers who may ride on the 
road or its embankments, or drive carts, wagons, 
dr other vehicles thereon. This caution it intend- 
ed to protect the lives of those who may Venture 
upon the road, as well as the company's property ; 
it being impossible, in some situations, to stop the 
Locomotive in time to prevent accidents. 

The 23d section of the Charter fixes the paaal- 
ty* for injury done the road, cars or machinery, at 
Five Hundred Dollars.

same manner as is prescribed in other and like 
cases, for trespass and misdemeanor.
